FAA He Plalmiſt faith, that he that go- 
LES)! Wah, bY eth to ſea, ſhall ſee the wonders 
FE of God : and I may well ſay,that

MPA ners and Saylers, ſhall heare of 
the wonders of men, as by this 
following diſcourſe {hall ap- 


peare: not that I am willing to be the author of nouel-- 


ty,or amaze you with incredible reports; but becauſe 
I would not ler {lip ſo remarkeable an accident, and 
ſo profitablea relation : remarkable, as extending to 
manifeſtthe power and glery of God, who hath ya- 
riety of ſupportation in ſtore to ſweeten afflition, 
& make all endurances ſubie& to fortitude and patt- 
ence: profitable, as being thus farre exemplary, to 
teach all men of ation, and imployment, not to dt- 


ſpairein difireſle, andto know thus much, that braue 
A} attempts 
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attempts are compaſled by reſolution, and induſtri- 

ous imployment, and whether they thriue or no, yet 

ſhall the enterpriſe be CharaFFered with a worthy ex- 

ploit, and ifir end with ſucceſle, oh how ſhall the 

Acors be remembred to poſterity ! and make their 

fame immortal], that either purchaled their liberty 

euen out of fire, 6r delivered themlelues, though by 

death it ſelfe, from flauiſh captiuicie, or the thral- 

dome of barbarous Infidels, who glory in nathing 
more thenthe perdition of our ſoules,and derilion of 
our Chriſt : Hearken then I pray you to ths follow- 
ing relation, and learne hereby, as I ſaid, both to giue 
God the praiſe of all deliuerances,and to inſtru one 
another in the abſolute duties of Chri/tzanity. By the 
one, the power and prouidence with all the attri- 

butes belonging to ſo immenſea deitie, [hall be made . 
manifeſt : bythe other, the weake brother ſhall bee 
comforted, the ſtrong confirmed, the wauering re- 
duced, the faint hearted ere&ed, and the preſumptu- 
' ous moderated : By both religion ſhall haue a ſweet 
pailage in the conſciences of men, and men made the 
happy inſtruments of Gods glory, and their owne 
increaſes of good example, and imitation. And 
thus much for preamble or introduction : now to the 
matter it ſelte. 

In the yecre 1621. the firſt of Nouember there was 
one 1ohn Rawlins borne in Rocheſter, and dwelling 
. 23. yeere in Pl;ywoth, imployed to the ſtrait of G:- 
bralter by M*. Richardand Stexen Treules,marchants 
of Plimmoth, and fraighted in a barke called the \- 
cholas of Plimmoath, of the burthen of 40. jm 
SEGE. WIRICN 
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which had alſo in her company another ſhip of 
Plimmath called the George Bonauenture of 70. Tunne 
burthen, ag thereabour; which by reaſon of her 
oreatneſſeBeyond the other, I will name the 4dmi- 
rall ; and 10hu Rawlins barke (hall if you pleaſe bee 
the Yiceadmrall, Thele two accordingto the time of 
yeere, had a faire pallage, and by the 18. of the ſame 
month came to a placeat the entring of the ſtraites 
"named Traffiegar : but the next morning, being in 
ſight of G:bralter, at the very mouth of the ſtraites, 
the watch deſcried 5. ſaile of ſhips, whoas it ſeemed 
viced all the meanes they could to come neere vs, and 
weas we had cauſe, vied the ſame meanes to goe as 
farre from them : yer did their 44mirall rake in both 
| his top ſailes, that either we might not ſuſpe& them, 
or that his owne company might come vp the cloſer 
rogether. Atlaſt perceiuing vs Chri/tzans, they fell 
from deuices to apparent diſcouery of hoſtility, and 
making out againſt vs : wee againe ſufpe&ting them 
Pirats, tooke our courſe to eſcape from ther, and 
made all the failes we poſhbly could for Terriff, or 
Gibralter : but all wee could doe, could not preuent 
their approach. For ſuddenly one of them came 
right ouer againſt vs to winde ward, and lo fell vpon 
Our quarter: another came vpon our lufte, and ſo 
tkreatned vs there, and at laft all fue chas'd vs, ma- 
king great ſpeed to ſurpriſe vs. 

Their Admiral was called Cailfater, hauing vpon 
her maine top-ſaile, two top-gallant ſailes,one aboue 
another. But whereas we thought them all fiue co be 


Turkiſh ſhips of warre, we afterwards vnderſtood;that 
- two 
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two of them were their priſes, the one a ſmall ſhip of 


' London, the other of the Weſt countrey, that came 
- out of the 2uattathladen with fhigges,an 


ther mer- 
chandiſe, but now ſubie& to the Fortun®of the (ca, 
and the capttuity of Pirats. But to our bultneſſe. 
Three of theſe ſhips gor much vpon vs, and ſo much 
that ere halfe the day was ſpent, the Admiral who 


was the beſt ſayler, tetcht vp the George Bonaventure, 


and made booty ofit. The Yice-admirall againe 'be- 
ing neereſt vnto the leſſer barke, whereof 79hu Raw- 


_ bins was Maſter, {hewed him the force of a ſtfonger 
 arme, and by his Turk;ſh name called Yilia- Riſe com- 


manded him 1n like (ort co {trike his ſailes,and ſubmit 


... to his mercy, which not to, be gaineſated norpreuen- 


ted, was quickly done : and ſo Rawlins with his 
barke was as quickly taken,alrhough the Reare Admi- 


- rall being the worſt ſailer of the three, called Rzggip- 


riſe, came not in, till all was done. 

The ſame day before night, the Aamirall either 
loth to peſter himſelte with too much company, or 
1gnorant of the commodity was to bee made by the 
ſale of Ezzliſh priſoners, or daring not to truſt chem in 
his company, for fcare of mutinies, and exciting 
othersto rebellion ; ſet 12. perſons who were in the 


| George Bonauenture on the land, and diuers other £- 


gl;/h, whom he had taken before,to try their fortunes 
inan viknowne countrey.But Yilla-Kiſe,the Yice- Ad- 
2irall that had taken 1ohn Rawlins, would not ſo dil- 
pence with his men, but commanded him and fue 
more of his company to be brought aboord his ſhip, 


leauing in his barke three men and his boy, with thur- 
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teene Tawrkes and Mores, who were queſtionleſſe ſufh- 
cent to ouer-malter the other, and dire the Barke 
to harbour. T hus they ſailed direftly tor 4reter; 
but the night following, followed them with great 
eempclt and foule weather,which ended not without 
ſome cftett of a {torme : for they loſt the ſight of 
Xawlins Barke, called the Xzcolax,.and in a manner 
loſt themſelues, though they fecmed ſafe a ſhipborg, 
by fearefull :coniefturing what thould become of 
vs: atlaſt by the 22. ofthe ſame moneth, they,or we, 
chulſe you whether (for I would not be miſtaken in 
akering the perſons, by either naming the firſt for 
the third, or the third for the firſt, bur only make the 
diſcourſe equall, by ſetting downethe bulineſſe ho- 
neſtly and truly, as it chanced) arrined at Arpier, and 
came in ſafetie within the Mould, but found not our 
other Barke there ; nay though we earneſtly inquired 
after the ſame, yet heard we nothing to our ſatisfa- 
ion ; but muck .matter was miniſtred to our dil- 
comfort and amazement.For although the Captaine 
and our ouer-feers, were loth we ſhould haue any 
conference with our Countrymen ; yet did wee ad- 
uentureto informe our ſelues of the preſent aftaires 
both ofthe Towne,and the (hipping : ſo that hnding 
many Engliſh at worke in other [hips,they ſpared not 
co tell vs the danger we were in, and the miſchiefes 
we mult needs incurre, as being ſure if we were not 
vied like Hlaues, to be ſold as {laues: for there had 
beene 500. brought into the marker for the ſame 
purpoſe, and aboue a 109. hanſome youths com- 
pelled to turne 7#rkes,or made [tbie& to more vilder 


" 
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proſtitution,and all Exeli/b: yet hke good Chri/tians, | 


they bade vs be of gaod cheere, and comfort our 
{cues in this, thar Gods-trials were gentle purgari- 
ons, and theſe croſſes were but to cleanſethe drofle 
from. the gold, and. bring vs our of the fire againe 
more cleare and louely..Yer I mult needs conteſle, 
that they afforded vs:Yeafon for this crueltie; as it 
rhey determined to be reuenged of outlaſt atrempt 


_ ro hretheir {hipsin the Mould, and therefore prote- 


ſted to ſpare none, whom they could ſurpriſe, and 
take aliue, buteitherto fell them tor money, or tor- 
ment them to ſerue their owne turnes. Now their 
cuſtomes and vſages in both theſe was in this manner. 

Firſt, concerning the frit. The Baſhaw had the 


oucr-ſeeing of all p:iſoners, who. were preſented - 


vnto him at their firlt comming into the harbour,and 
ſo choſe one out of cuery eight for a preſehtt or tec 
to himſelte : the reft were rated by the Capraines, 
and ſo ſent tothe market to be-ſold; whereat it either 


' there were repining, or:any drawing backe, then cer- 


taine orcs and officers attended either to beat you 
forward,or thruſt you into the 11des with goades,and 
this was the manner of the ſelling of {laues. 
Secondly, concerning their enforcing them, eithe; 
tO turne '/#rke, or to attendtheir filthineſſe & impie- 
ties, although it would make a-Chriſtians heart bleed 
to heare of the ſame, yet mult the truth not be hid, 
nor the terror left vntold. They commonly lay them 
on theirnaked backs,or bellies, beating them ſolong, 


till they bleed atthe noſe and mouth, and if yet they 


continue conſtant, then they ſtrike the teeth our of 


their 
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their heads, pinch them by their congugs, and vic 
- many other ſorts of tortures to conuert them ; nay 
many times they lay thematheir whgle leygrhin the 
ground like a graue, and ſo couer them with boords, 
_ threatning to {farue them, it they witinotturne, ard 
{o many cuen for teare of torment, and death, make 
their tongues betray their nearts to a moſt tearet::! 
wickedneſle,and ſ{oare circumciſed with new names. 
atid brought to. conteſſe a new religion. Others 
againe, I muſt contetſe, who never knew any God, 
bur their owne ſ{enſuall Iuſts, and pleaſurgs, thought 
that any religion would ſeruetheirturnes, and fo tor 
preferment or wealth very voluntarily renounced 
their taith, and became R enegaages in-deſpight of any 
counſell which ſeemed 'to'1ntercept them :" and this 
was the firſt newes we encountred with at our com- 
ming hrit ro Argzer. 30159 

T he 26. of the ſame moneth, 7ohn Rawlins his 
Barke, with his'other three men and ayboy, came fate 
into the Mould, and {o were put all rogether tobe ca- 
ried before the Ba/aw, but that they tooke the Ow- 
ners ſeruant, and Kawizys boy, and by force and tor- 
ture compelled them. to ;turne Turkes :, then, were 
they in all 7. Engliſh, belides /obs Rawlins, of whom 
the Ba/haw tooke one, and ſentthe reſt to their Cap: | 
:aines, who ſer a valuation vpon them, and ſo the 
ſouldiers hurried vs like dogs into the market, where: 
as men fel] Hackneies in Eng/and; wenvere tolled vp 
and downe to.{ee who would giue moſt torvs ; and 
although we had heauy hearts, and/laaked wich fad 


-ountenapices, yet many came to behold ys, lonie- 
= B » time: 


» 
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tames taking vs by the hand, ſometime turning vs 
round about, fomerimes feeling our brawnes, and na- 


| kedarmes, and ſo beholding our prices written in our 


breaſts, they bargained for vs accordingly,and' at laſt 
we weteall ſold, and the ſouldiers returned with the 
money totheir Captaines. | 

Tohn Rawlins was the laſt, who was ſold,by reaſon 


_ of his lame hand, and bought by the Capraine that 


tooke him,cuen that dog Yilla Riſe, whobetrer infor- 
ming himlſelfe of his skill he to be a Pilot, and his 
experience to bean Guet-feer, bonght him and his 
Carpenter atvery ealte rates. For as we afterwards 
vnderſtood by divers Englilh Renegadoes,he paid for 
Rawlins but 4 595. dooblets, which make of Engliſh 
money ſcuen pound ten{hitling. Thus was he & his 
Carpenter with diuers other {laucs ſentinto his ſhip ro 
worke,and imployed about ſuch affaires,as belonged 
to the well rigging & preparing the ſame. But the vil- 
lanous T urkes perceiuing his lame hand, and that he 
could not performe ſo nuch as other {laues, quickly 
complained to their Patron, who as quickly appre- 
hended- the inconuenience ; whereupon he ſent for 
him the next day, and told him he was vnſeruiceable 
tor his preſent purpoſe, and therefore viiletle hee 
could procure tifteene pound of the En21i/þ there, 


for his ranſome, hee would ſend him vp-into the 


countrey, where he ſhould neuer fee Chriſfendome 
ag4ine, and endure the extremitie of a miſerable 


_ bani(hmentr. 


Bur fee how God worketh all for the beſt for his 


| {eruants, and confoundeth the preſumption of Ty- 


rants,

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rants, fruſtrating their purpoſes, to make his won- 
ders knowne to the ſonnes of men, and releeues his 
people,when they leaitthinke of ſuccourand releaſe- 
ment. Whileſt 70m Rawlins was thus terrified with 
the dogged anſwer of Yil{a Riſe, the Exchange of Brt- 
ſtow, a {hip formerly ſurpriſed by the Pirates, lay all 
vnrigged th the harbour, t1ll at Jaſt one 70/91 Goodale_> 
1n Engliſh Turke,with his confederates,vnderſtanding 
{he was a good ſ[ailer, and might be madea proper 
man of warre, bought her from the Twrkes that 
rooke her, and prepared her for their owne purpole : 
now the Captain that ſetthem on worke, was alſo 
an Engliſh Renegado, by the name of Rammethan 
Riſe, but by his chriſten name Henry Chandler, who 
reſolued to make Goodale Maſter ouer her, & becauſe 
they were both Ergliſh Turzes, having the com- 
mand notwithſtanding of many Txrkes and Mores, 
they concluded to hauc all Engli/þ flaues to goe in 

her, and fortheir Gunners Enelih and Dutch Rene- 
gadees, and ſo they agreed with the Patrons of nine 
Engliſh, and one French \laue tor their ranſoms, 
who were preſently imployed to rig and furniſh 
the ſhip for aman of warre, and while they were 
thus bulied, two of 7ohn Raiwlims men, who 
were taken with him, werealſotaken vp to {eruein 
this mah of warre, theirnames James Roe, and Joby 
Dauties, the one dwelling in Pl;mmoth, and the other 
in Foy, where the Commander of this ſhip was alſo 
borne, by which occalion they came acquainted, ſo 
that both the Capruvne,and the Maſter promited them 


200d vſage vpon thegood leruice they ſhould per- 
I | forme

{orme in the voyage, and withall demanded of him, 


it he knew of any Enzli/hmanto bee bought, that 
could ferue thein as a Pot, both to dire rhem out 


of harbour, and conduc them in their voyage. For 


ia truth neither was the Capraimea Mariner, nor any 
Turkein her of futhciency to difpoſe of her through 
the ſtraites in ſecurity, nor oppoſe any enemic, that 


ſhould hold it out brauely againſt them. Dawes 


quickly replyed, that as farreas hee'vaderſtood, 71x 
Riſe would fell Jovn Rawlins his Maſter, and Com- 
mander of the Baike which was taken : A man ene- 
ry. way ſufficient for lea atiaues, being of great rcſ0- 
lution and good experience,and for ail he hada lame 
hand, yet had hea ſound heart and noble courage for 
any attempt or aduenture. 1 

W hen the Captarne vaderitood thus much, he im- 
ployed Dawes to ſearch for Kawins, who at aft 
lighting vpon him, asked him it the T#rke would ell 


him : Xaw/ms ſuddenly anſwered , that-by reaſon 


of his lame hand he was willing to part with him, 
but becaule hee had disburſed money for him , hee 
would gaine ſomething by him, and lo prized mee 
at three hundred dooblets, which amounteth to 
fifteene pound Engliſh : which I muſt procure 
or incurre ſorer indurances. \Vhen Daxzes had cer- 
tified thus much, the Twrkes a thipboord conferred 
about the matter, and the Aafter whoſe chriſten 
name was /ohn Googale ioyned with two Turkes, who 
were conforted with him, and disburſed 100. doo- 
blets apeece, and 10 bought him of YiUa Arſe, ſend- 


ing biminto the ſaid thip, called the Exchange of 
Brijtow, 


L 
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Briſtow, as well to ſuperuiſe what had beene done, 


as to order what was left vndone, bur eſpecially to 


fir the ſailes, and to accommodatethe lhip, all w hich 
Rawlims was very caretull and indulgent in, not yet 
thinking of any peculiar plot of deliverance, more 
then a generall delire vo bee freed trom this Tur? 
tlauery, and inhumane abules.. 

By the ſeuenth of /anuary the ſhip was prepared 
with 12. good caſt peeces, and all manner of muniti- 
on and prouilion, which belonged to ſuch a pur- 
pole, andthe ſame day haled out of the Mould of 


Areier, with this company and in this manner. 


There were in her 63. Turkes and Ares, 9. En- 
oliſh Ilaves, and one French : foure Hollanders, that 


were free men, to whom the Turkes promiſed one 


priſe or ather, and {o to returne to Holland, or it 
they were diſpoſed to goe backe againe for Areter, 
they {hould haue great reward and no enforcement 
ofered, bur continue as they would both their reli- 
e10n and their cuſtomes : and for their Gunners they 
had two of our ſoldiers, one Engliſh and one Dutci 
Renegaao ; and thus much tor the company. For the 
manner ot ſetting our, it was as vſuall as in other 
(hips, but that the Tarkes delighted in the oftentuus 
braucry of th<tr ſtreamers, banners, & top-ſailes : the 
;hip being a banſome thip, and well built for any 
purpoſe : the {laues andEngliſh were imployed vn- 
der hatches about the Ordnance and other workes 
of order,and accommodating themlelues : all which 
John Rawlins marked, as ſuppoling it an intolerable. 


flauery to take ſuch paines, and bee ſubie& ro ſuch 
dangers, 
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dangers,and ſtill to enrich other men,and maintaine 
their voluptuous filthineſfe and lives, returning 
themſelues as ſlaues,and liuing worſe then their dogs

amongſtthem. : 

\Whereupon after hee had conceited vpon the 1n- 
dignity, and reproach of their baſeneſle,and the glo- 
ry of anexploar, that could deliver himſelfe and the 
reſt, from this {lauiſh captiuity, being very buſie a- 
mong the Er21i/þ in pulling of ropes, and placing of 
Ordnance, he burſtour into theſe, or ſuch like ab- 


rupt ſpeeches : Oh helliſh {lauery to bee thus ſub- 


ie to dogs ! tolabour thus to inrich infidels, and 
maintaine their pleaſures,to be our ſelues {laues, and 
worlſe then the out-caſt ofthe world: 1s there no way 
of releaſement? no deuiſe to free vs from this bon- 


dage? noexploit, no aftion of worth to bee put in 


execution, to make vs renowned in the world, and 


| famous to poſteritie ? Oh God ſtrengthen my heart 


and hand, and ſomething ſhall be done to eaſe vs of 
theſe milchiefes, and deliner vs from theſe cruell 2a- 
bumetay dogs. The other {laues pittying his diſtra- 
Aion (as they thought) bade him ſpeake foftly,leſt 
they ſhould all fare the worle for his diſtemperature. 
The worſe, (quoth Rawlins ) what can bee worle ? 
death is the determiner of all miſery, and torture 
can laſt buta while : but to bee continually a dying, 
and ſufter all indignity and reproach, and in the end 
to haue no welcome butinto the houſe of (laughter 
or bondage, is vnſufferable, and more then fleih 
and bloud can endure: and therefore by that ſalua- 


tion which Chriff bath brought, I will either attempt 
| my 
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my deliverance at one time, oranother, or periſh in 
the enterpriſe: but-if you would bee contented to 
hearken after areleaſe and ioyne with me in the aRi- 
on, I would not doubt of facilitating the ſame, and. 
ſhew you a way to make your credits thriue by ſame 
worke of amazement,& augment your glory in pur- 
chaling your libertie. I prethee be quiet (faid they 
againe) and thinke not of impoſſibilities : yet if you 
can but open ſuch a doore of reaſon,and probabilitie, 
that we be not condemned for deſperate and diftra- 
Qed perſons, in pulling the Sunagas it were out of 
the ftirmament, we can but facrific War liues,and you 
may be ſure of ſecrecie and taciturnitie. Now bleſſed 
be my Genize, ſaid Rawlins, that euer this motiue was 
{0 opportunely preferd, and therefore we will be 
quieta while, till the iron be hotter, that we may not 
ſtrike in vaine. | 

The 15. of Ianuarie the morning water brought 
vs neere Cape de Gart, hard by the ſhore, we hauing 
in our companie a ſmall Tzrki/þ ſhip of warre, that 
followed vs out of Argter the next day, and now 1oy- 
Bing with vs, gaue vs notice of ſeuen ſmall veſlels, 
{ix ofthem being Satrees, and one Pollack, who very 
quickly appeared in fight, and ſo wemade toward 
them ; but hauing more aduantage of the Pollack, 
then the reſt, and loth to loſe all, we both fercht her 
vp, and brought her paſt hope of recouerie, which 
when {he percetued, rather then ſhe would volunta- 
rily come into the ſlaucrie of theſe Mahametans, ſhee 
ranne her ſelte a ſhore, and ſo all the men forſooke 


her; we {till followed as neere as we durſt, and for 
8 C teare 
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teare of ſplitting, let fall our anchors, mating ow 
both our boats, wherein were many Musketeers,and 
ſame Engliſh and Dutch Renegagees, who came 
aboord home at their Cope, and found three peeces 


of Ordnance, and toure Murihzrers,but they ftraight 


way threw them all ouer-boord to lighten the ſhip, 
and ſothey got her off, being laden with Hides, and 
Logwood for dying,and preſently left herto Arzier, 
taking nine Turkes , and one Engliſh ſlaue, out of 
one {hip, and [ix outofthe lefſe, which we thought 


ſufhcient to mange” 
\ Butſcethe chMce,or if you will,how fortune ſmi- 


led on vs: Inthe rifling of this Catelaynia,our Turkes 
fell at variance one with another, and in ſuch a man- 
ner, that we diuided our ſclues, the leſſer ſhip retur- 


. nedto Argier, and our Exchanze tookethe opportu- 


nitie of the winde, and plied out of rhe Straights, 
which reioyced John Rawlins very much, as reſoluing 
on ſome Stratagem, when opportunitie ſhould ſerue : 
Inthe meane while,the Turks began to murmure,and 
would not willingly goe into the Mary Granda,as the 

braſe is amongſt them : notwithſtanding the A/ores, 
veing very ſuperſtitious, were contented to be dire- 
Qed by their Hoſea, who with vs (igniticth a witch, 
and is of great account and reputation amongſt 
them, as not.going in any great veſſell to Sea withour 
one, and obſ{cruing whatſocuer he concludeth out of 
tus diuination : the ceremonies he vſeth are many, 
and when they come into the Ocean, euery ſecond 


'or third night he maketh his conturation ; he begin- 


acth and endeth with prayer, viing many Charaters, 
and 
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and calling vpon God by diuers names: yet at this 
time,all that hedid conlifted in thele particulars. 
Vpon the ſight of two great ſhips, and as we were 

afraid che chaſing, being ſuppoſed to be Spaniſh men 
of warre, a great filenceis commanded in the (hip, 
and when all js done, the companie giueth as great a 
$krich ; the Captaine ſtill comming to 1obn Rawlins, 
and ſometimes making him take in all his ſailes, and 
ſometimes caufing him to hoiſe them all out, as the 
Witch findeth by his booke, and preſages; then hauc 
they two arrowes, anda curtleaxe, lying vpon a pil- 
low naked; the arrowes arc one for the Turkes, and 
the other for the Chriſtians; then the Witch readeth, 
and the Captaine or ſome other taketh the arrowes 
in their hand by the heads, and if the arrow for the 
Chriftians commeth ouer the head of the arrow fot 
the Turkes, then doe they aduance their failes, and 
will not endure the fight, whatſoeuer they ſee : but if 
the arrow of the Turkes is found in the opening ofthe 3 
hand vpon the arrow of the Chri/{zans, then will they 
ſtay and encounter with any ſhip whatſoeuer : the 
* Curtleaxe is taken vp by ſome childe, that is inno- 

cent, ot rather ignorant of che cetemonie, and ſo laid 
downe againe ; then doe they obſerue, whether the 
. fame ſide is vppermoſt, which lay before, and ſo pro- 
ceed accordingly. They allo obſerue Lunaticks and 
changelings,and the Conturer writeth downe their 
ſayings in a booke, groueling on the ground, as if he 
whiſperd to the Deuill torell him the truth, and ſo 
expoundeth the letter, as it were by inſpiration. 
| Many other fooliſh rites they haue, whereon they 
KY doe 
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doe dote as fooliſhly, and whereof I could intreat 
more at large,but this (hall ſutice ar this time. 

Whilſt he was thus bu'ted,” and made demonſtra- 
tion that all was finithed, the people in the ſhip gaue 
a great [hout, and cried out,a ſaile,a ſaile,which ar laſt 
wa: ditcouered to be another mait of warre of Turkes: 
for he made toward vs, and ſent his boat aboord vs, 
to whom our Captaine coamplained,that being becal- 
med by the Southerne Cape, and hauing made ng 
voyage, the Turkes denied to goe any further North- 
ward : but the Captaine reſvluzd not to returne to 
Argier, except he could ovtaine ome prize worthy 
his endurances, but rather to goeto Salle, and ſell his 
Chriſtians to viAuall his ſhip ; which the other Cap- 
raine apprehended for his honour,and ſo perſwaded 
the Turkes to be obedj?ntvnto him; whereupon fol- 
lowed a pacthcation #m >2glt vs, and ſo that Turke 
tooke his courſe for th Strerghts, and we put vp 
Northward, expcQiing the good houre of ſome be- 
rehiciall bootie, 

All this while our {lauerie continued, and the 
Turkes with inſulting tyrannie ſer vs (till on worke in 
all baſe and ſeruile ations, adding ſtripes and inhu- 
mane reuilings, cuen in our greateſt labour, where- 
upon Toba Rawlins relolued ro obraine his livertie, 


* and ſurpriſe the ſhip; prouiding ropes with broad 


ſpecks of iron,and all the iron crowes, with which he 
knew a way, vpon conſent of thereft, to ramme vp 
ortie falt their ſcutrels,gratings, and Cabbins, yea to 
{hut vp the Capraine-himſelte with all his conſorts, 
and 10 to handle the matter, that vpon the _ 

word 
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word giuen,the Engliſh being maſters of the Gunner 
roome, Ordnance, and powder, they would cither 
blow them into the atre,or kill them as they aduentu- 
| red to come downe one by one, if they ſhould by 
any chance open their Cabbins. Bur becauſe hee 
would oo the betterin his enterpriſe,as he had 
ſomewhat avruptly diſcouered himſeife to the nine 
Enzliſh flaues,{o he keptthe ſam: diſtance with the 4. 
Hollanders,that were free men,rtil finding them com- 
ming ſomewhat toward them, he acquainted them 
with che whole conſpiracy,& they afteRing the plor, 
offered the aduenture of their lives in the buſi 
neſle. Then very warily hee vndermined the Ex- 
elifþ Renegado, which was the Gunner, and three 
more his aſlociars, who at fhrſt ſeemed to retrac. 
Laſt ofall were brought in the Dutch Renegadoes, 
who werealſo in the Gurine: roome, for alwaies 
there lay 12, there, fiue Chri(;ans, and 7. Engliſh and 
Dutch Turkes: {othat when another motion had ſer- 
led their reſolutions, and 10hn Rawlins his conſtanc 
had pur new life as it were in the matter, the 4. Hol. 
landers very honeſtly according to their promiſe 
ſownded the Dutch Renegaaves, who with calle per- 
{waſton gaue their conſent to ſo braue an enterpriſe; 
whereupon 70h» Rawlinsnot caring whether the Ex- 
gliſh Gunners would yeeld or no, reſolued in the 
Captaines morning watch, to make theattempt : But 
you muſt vnderſtand that where the Engliſh ilaues 
lay, there hung vp alwaies foure or five crowes of 
(ron, being ſtill vnder the carriages of the peeces, 


and wkenthetime approached being very darke,ve- 
C 3 cauſe 
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cauſe 10hn Rawlins would haue his crow of iron rea- 
dy as other things were, and other men prepared 
in their ſcuerall places, in raking irout of the cariage 
by chance it hit 0n the {1de of the peece, making 
ſuch anoile, that the ſoldiers hearing it awaked che 
; Turkes, and bad them come downe: whereupon the 
Boteſane ot the Turkes deſcended with a candle, and 
preſently ſearched all the {laues places, making 
much adoe of the matter, but finding neither hatcher 
nor hammer norany thing elſe tro moue ſuſpition of 
the enterprife, more then the crow of iron, which 
lay {lipped downe vnder the cariages of the peeces, 
. they went quietly vp againe, and certihed the Cap- 
faine what had chanced , who fatished himſelte, 
that it was a common thing to haue a crow of iron 
{lip from his place. 

Bur by this occalion'we made ftay of our attempr, 
yet were reſolued to takeanother or a better oppor- 
cunity:only I muſt tell you, what 706m Rawins would 
haue done,if this accident had not happened : he was 
fully minded with ſome others with their naked 
kniues in their hands, to preſſe vpon the: Gunners 
breſt, and the other Emgliſh vj ty and either 
force them to conſent to their de{1gnes, or cut their 
throates, firſt telling them plainely, that they had 
vowed to ſurpriſe the ſhip, and by Gods aſhſiance 
to 0btaine their liberty, and therefore either die or 
conſent, that when you heare the watchword giuen, 
for God, and King lames,and S* .George for England, 

you preſently keepe your places and aduiſe to exc- 


» 4 


cute what you are commanded. 


But 
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But as you haue heard, God was the beſt Phyſi- 
£an to our wounded hearts, and vſed a kinde of pre- 
uenting phylicke, rather then to cyre vs ſo ſuddenly: 
{o that out of his prouidence perceiving ſome dan- 
ger inthis enterpriſe, he both cauſed vs to deliſt, and 
at laſt brought our bulineſle to a better period, and 
fortunate end. For we ſailed itill more Northward, 
and Rawlins had more time to tamper with his Gun- 
ners, and the reſt of the Engliſh Renegadoes, who ve- 
ry willingly, when they conlidered the matter, and 
perpended the reafons,gaue way vnto the protect, & 
with a kinde of 1oy ſeemed to entertaine the motiues: 
only they madea ſtop ar the firſt onſet, who {ſhould 
begin the enterpriſe, which was no way fit for them 
to doe, becauſe they were no {laucs, but Reneradors, 
and ſo had alwaies beneficiall entertainement a- 
mongſt them. But when it is once put in practiſe, 
they would bee ſure notro faile them, bur venture 
their liues for God and their country, When Z#aw- 
/izs had heard them out, he much liked their contra- 
dition, and told them plainely, hee did require no 
ſuch thing at their hands, but the {laues and himſelte | 
.- would firſt ſound the channel], and then aduenture 
the water, &lo after reciprocall oathes taken,& hands - 
given, Rawlins once againe lay in waite forthetirreſt 
opportunity, but once againe he is diſappointed,and 
a {u{pitious accident brought him to recollect his 
ſpirits anew, and ftudy on the danger of the enter- 
priſe, and thus it was. 

After the Renegado Gunner had proteſted ſecrecy 


by allchat might induce a man to beſtow ſome Þe- 
[{ofc 


-. 
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teefe vpon him, he preſently went vp the ſcottle,but 
ſt aied not alott a quarter ot an houre, nay he came 
ſooner downe, and in the Gunner roome fate by 
Rawlins, who tarried for him where he left him : he 
was no {ooner placed, and centred into fome confe- 
rence, but there entred into theplacea furious Turke 
with his knite drawne, and preſentedic to Rawlins 
his body, who verily ſuppoſed, hee intended to kill 
him, as ſuſpitious that the Gunner had diſcouered 
ſomething, whereat Rawlins was much moutd, and 
fo haſtily asked what the matter meant, or whether 
he would kill him or no, obſeruing his countenance, 
and according to the nature of icalouſte, conceiting 
that his colour had a paſſage of change, whereby 
his ſuſpitious hearr, condemned him for a T raicor : 
bur thar at more leiſure he ſyare the contrary, and 
afterward proued faithfulland induſtrious in the en- 
terpriſe, And for the preſent he anſwered Rawlins in 
this manner, no Maſter be notafraid, I thinke he doth 
but ieft. With that 70x Rawlins gaue backe alirtle 
and drew out kis knife, ſtepping alſo to the Gun- 
ners {heath and taking out his, whereby hee had two 
kniues to one, which when the 7#rke perceiued, hee 
threw downe his knife, ſaying hee did bur ieſt with 
him. But (as I ſaid) when the Gunner perceived 
Rawlins tooke it ſo ill, he whiſpered ſomething in his 
eare, that at laſt ſatisfied him, calling heauen to wit- 
nefle, that hee neuer ſpake word of the enterprile, 
nor ever would, either to the preiudice of the bu- 
{ineſſe, or danger of his perſon : Notwithſtanding 
Rawlins kept the kniues in his {leeue all night, and 

| was 
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was ſomewhat troubled, for that he had made ſo ma- | 
ny acquainted with an aRion of ſuch importance : 
but the next day when he perceiued the coaſt cleare, 
and that there was no cauſe of further feare, he ſome- 
what comforted himſelte, and grew bolder and bol- 
der in diſpoltng the affaires of the ſhip, only ic prie- 
/ ucd him, thar his enterpriſes were thus procraſtina- 
eed, pony" the Mahumetape tyrannie increaſed,and 
the poore ſlaues even groned apaine vnder the bur-' 
then of their bondage,and thought euery day a yeere 
eill ſome thing were put in execution tor their deliue- 6 7 
rance: for it was now full ue weekes, {ince Rawlins 
firſt proieted the matter. 

All this while Rawlins drew the Captaine to lie 
for the Northerne Cape, alluring him, that thereby he 
ſhould nor mitle purchaſe, which accordingly fell 
out, as a with would haue it: but his driic was in 
truth to draw him from any ſupply, or ſecond of 
Turkes, it God ſhould giue way to theirenterpriſe, or 
ſucceſle to the viftorie : yet tor the preſent the 6. of 
February being 1 2. leagues from the Cape, we deſcri- 
ed a faile, and preſently rooke the aduantage of che 
winde in chaſing her,and at laſt fetchr her vp, making 
her ſtrike all her failes, whereby we knew her to be a 
Barke belonging to Torbay neere Dartmouth , that 
came from Axerare laden with ſalt: erewe had fully 
diſpatched,it chanced to be foule weather, ſo that we 
could not, or at leaſt would not make out our boat, 
- but cauſedathe Maſter of the Barke to let downe his, 


, and come abgord wich his companie, being in the 
arke 
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Barke but 9. men; and one boy; and fo the Maſter 
leauing his Mate with two menin the ſame, came 
himſelte with 5.men, and the boy vnto vs, where- 
upon our Turkiſh Captaine ſent 10. Turks to man her, 
amonglt whom were two Datch, and one Exgliſh Re- 


neoado, who wers of our confederacie, and acquain- 
ted with the buſineſle. 


But when Rawlins ſaw this partition of his 
friends, beforethey could hoile out their boat for 
the Barke, he made meanes to ſpeake with them,and 
cold chem plainly, that he would proſecute the mat- 
tereither that night, orthe next, and therefore what- 
ſoeuer came of it they {ſhould acquaint the Englith 
with his reſolution, and make toward Ex2land, bea- 
ring vp the helme, whiles the Twrkes (lepr, and ſuſpe- 
aed no ſuch matter: for by Gods grace in his hiſt 
watch about midnight, he would thew them a lighr, 
by which they might vnderltand, that the enterpriſe 
was begun, or at lea(t in a good torwardneſle for the 
execution : and ſo the bote was let downe,and they 
came to the Barke of Torbay, where the Maſters Mate 
being left (as before you haue heard) apprehended 
quickly the matter, and heard the diſcourſe with | 
amazement.But time was prerious,& not to be ſpent 
' 1ndiſputing,or caſting of doubts, whether the Twrkes 
that were with them, were able ro maſter them,or no, 
being ſeuen to ſix, conſidering they had the helme of 
the [hip,and the Turkes being (ouldiers,and ignorant 
of Sea aftaires,could not diſconer, whetheythey went 
tO Argier, or no; or if they did, they reſolned by 
Rawlins example to cut their throats, or caſtthem 

oue* 
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ouer buord : and (ol leauethem to make vſe of the 
Renegades inftrutions,and returneto Rawlins againe. 

The Maſter of the Barke of Torbay, and his com- 
panie were quickly ſearched,and as quickly pillaged, 
and diſmiſfed to the libertie of the ſhip, whereby 
Rawlins had leiſure to entertaine him with the lamen- 
cable newes of their extremities, and the aduenture 
of their voyages, whereby he vnderſtood ofhis firſk 
ſetting out from the Weſt country, of his taking and 


ſurprizing at Sea by Yilla Riſe, of his twice being (old 


as a ſJaue, and ſo continuing to his heart-burning 
and excruciation ; of the making the Exchange of 
Briſtow a man of warre,which they were now in; of 
the Captaine and Maſter, who were both Eng/;fþ Re- 

negadoes ; of the crueltie of the Twrkes in generall,and 

his owne fortunes in particular; of his admiſhon into 

the ſhip as a Pilot; of the friend{hip which paſſed 
berweene him and the Hollanders; of cheimparting 
the ſecret of ſurprizing the (hip both to the ſlaues and 

Chriſtian Repegadoes ; of their conſent and couragi- 

ous apprehenlion of the matter; of the firſt attempt, 
and their twice diſappointing 3 of his {till reſolution 

preſently to put it in praiſe; of his laſt acquainting 
the Dutch Renegadoes, who went aboord his Barke z 

and ina word, of cuery particular which was befit-. 
ting to the purpoſe : yea hetold him, that that night 

he {hould loſe the {1ghr of them, for they would 

make the helme for England, and he would that night 

and euermore pray for their good ſucceſle, and ſate 

deliverance. | 


When the Maſter ofthe Barke of Torbey had heard 
b ; : D a "27 him 
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11m out, and that his companie were partakers of 
his ſtorie, they became all {1lent, not either diffident 
of his dilcourſe,oratraid of the attempt, but as won- 
dring at the goodneſle of God,and his mercy, in chu- 
ting our ſuch weake inſtruments to ſet forth his glory. 
Truc,quoth Rawlins,when he found them comming 
toward him, it 1s ſo: For marke bur the circumſtan- 
ces of the matter, and you lhall ſee the very finger of 
God to pcint vs out our deliuerance. When we came 
into the maine Ocean to hunt after prizes, according 
to the nature of Pirates, and that I reſolued on the 
enterpriſe, there were 65.7#urkes in our [hip,and only 
1 7.0t our confederacie ; then it pleaſed God toabare 
vs 10. of the Turkes, who were ſent to Arezer with the 
Pollaker betore recited 3 and when we were difap- 
pointed againe of our purpoſes, you lee now what 
hath chanced, we are rid of more Turxes, and wel- 
cotne you as a new ſupply ; ſo that it you pleaſe, we 
ſhall be 24. ſtrong, and they in all are but 45: Be 
therefore couragious,and let vs ioyne heart,hand,and 
toot together,,that we may execute this braue at- 
tempt, tor Gods glory, our Countries Fonour, the 
good example of other, our owne deliuerance, and if 
we may not be counted vaine-glorious, our euerla- 

{ting memorie. [| 
By that time he had finithed this diſcourſe alſo, 
the Maſter of the Barke and his companie reſoled 
to aflilt him, as proieQing the miſerie and wretched- 
neſle they ſhould endure by being {lanes to the Turks, 
and the happineſle of their libertie, beſides the repn- 
tation ofthe enterpriſe ; as for death, it was in com- 
munitie 
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munitteto all men, and ſo in the hands of God to 
diſpoſe at bis pleaſure, and either could not happen 
before the houre ot limitation, or could not be pre- 
uented : for humane pollicy muſt ſubmit to Diuine 
prouidence ? yettolhew himſelte an vnderſtanding 
man, he demanded of Rawlins, what weapons hee 
had : and in what manner he would execute the buſi- 
neſle, ro which he anſwered, that he had ropes, and 
iron hookes to make faſt the ſcottels, gratings, and 
cabbines,he had alſoin the Gunner roome two Crr- 
tleaxes,and the (laues had five crowes of iron before 
them : Belides, iq the {cutfling they made no queſti- 
on of ſome of the ſoldiers weapons : then for the 
manner, hetold them, they were ſure of the Ord- 
nance, the Gunner roome, and the Powder, and (o 
blocking them vp, would either kill them as they 
came downe, or turne the Ordnance againſt their 
Cabbins, or blow them into the aire by one ſtrata- 

em or other, and thus were they contented on al] 
ſides, and reſolued to the enterprile. 

The next morning being the {euenth day ot Fe- 
bruary the priſe of Torbay was not to bee ſeene or 
found, wherear the Caprarne began to ſtorme -and 
ſweare, commanding Rawlnsto ſearch the ſeas vp 
and downe tor her, who beſtowed all that day inthe 
bulineſle, but to little purpoſe : whereupon when 
the humor was ſpent, the Captaine pacitied himſelte, 
as conceiting he ſhould ſure finde her at Areter : but 
by the permiſhon ofthe ruler of all actions, that 47- 


grer was Enpland, and all his wickedneſſe truſtrated : 
_ for Kaylins being now ſtartled, leſt hee ſhould re- 
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turne inthis humor for the traits, the 8. of February 
went downe into the hold, and finding a great 
deale of water below, told the Captaine of the ſame, 
adding, that it did not came to the Pumpe, which he 
did very politickly, that he might remoue the Ord- 
nance : For when the Captarne askt him the reaſon, 
he cold him the {hip was too farre after the head:then 
he commanded to vie the belt mcanes hee could to 
bring her in order: (ure then quoth Rawls we muſt - 
quit our Cables, and bring 4. peeces of Ordnance 
atter, and that would bring the water to the Pumpe, 
| Which was preſently put in practiſe, fo the pzeces be- 
ing vſually made faſt thwart the [hip,we brought two 
of them with their mourhes right before the byrrcle, 
' and becauſethe Rewegadee Flemings would not be- 
gin,it was thus concluded: that the ſhip hauing three 
decks, wee that did belong to the Gunner roome 
thould beall there,& breake vp the lower decke. T he 
Ensliſh\laues, who alwates lay in the middle decke, 
{hould doe the like, and watch the ſcuttels : Rawlrns 
himſelfe preuailed with the Gunner, for ſo much 
powder,as ſhould prime the peeces,and ſo told them 
all there was no better watchword, nor meanes to 
begin, then ypon the report of the peece to make a 
crie and skrich, for God, and King 1ames, and Saint 
George for England. 

When all chings were prepared, and every man re- 
{olued,as knowing what he had to doe,and the houre 
when it ſhould happen, to be two in the aiter noone, 
Rawlins aduiſed the Maſter Gunner to ſpeake to the 


Captaine,chatthe ſoldiers might attend on the ys 
whic 
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of the Exchange of Briftow. 

which would bring the {hip after : to which the Cap- 
eaine was very willing, and vpon the Gunners infor- 
mation, the ſoldiers gat themſclues to the Poope, to 
the number of twenty, and 5. or 6. went into the 
Captaines Cabbin,where alwaies lay diuers Cartleaxes, 
and ſome targets, and ſo we fell ro worke to pumpe 
the water, and caried the matter fairely till-the next 
day, which was ſpentas the former, being the ninth 
of Febraary, and as God muſt haue the praiſe, the 
triumph of our victory. 

For by that time all things were prepared, and the 
ſoldiers got vpon the Poope as the day before : to a- 
uoide ſuſpition, all that did belong to the Gunner 
roome went downe, and the {laues in the middle 
decke attended their bulineſle, ſotharwee may caſt 
vp our account in this manner. Firft, nine Engliſh 
ſlaues, beſides ohn Rawlins : hue of the Torbay men, 
and one boy , foure Enzliſh Renepadoes, and two 
Dwtch,foure Hollanders: in all 24.and a boy : ſothar 
lifting vp our hearts and hands to God for the ſuc- 
cefle of the bulineile, wee were wonderfully incou- 
raged, and ſetled our ſelues, till the report of the 
peecegaue vs warning of the enterpriſe. Now you 
muſt conſider, that in this company were two of 
Rawlins men, Iames Roe and lobu Dawes, whom hee 
brought our of Eneland, and whom the fortune of 
the ſea brought into the ſame predicament with 
their Maſter. Theſe were imployed about noone(be- 
ing as 1 ſaid the ninth of February ) to prepare their 
matches, while all the T#rkes or at lealt moſt of them 


ſtood on the Poope to weigh downethe ſhippe as it 
| were, 
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were, to bring the water forward to the Pumpe : the 
one brought his match lighted betweene 2. ſpoones 
the other brought his ina little peece of a Can : and 
ſoinche name ot God, the Twrkes and Moores being 
placed as you haue heard, and 45 in number, and 


Kawlins hauing proined the Tuch-holes, James Roe 
gaue fire to one of the peeces, about two of the 
clocke in the atter noone,and the contederates vpon 
the warning, ſhouted moſt cheeretully : the report 
of the peece did teare and breake downe all the Bztrc- 
tell, and compalles, and the noiſe of the {laues made 
all the ſoldiers amaſed atrhe matter, till ſeeing the 
quarter of the ſhip rent, and feeling the whole body 
to ſhake vnder them : till vnderſtanding the ſhip was 
ſurpriſed, and the attempt tended to their vtter de- 
ſtruftion, neuer Beare robbed of her whelpes was ſo 


| fell and madde: For they not only.cald vs dogs, and 


cried out, Y/ance de Lamair, which is as much as to 
ſay, the Fortune of the wars : but attempted ro teare 
vp the planckes, ſetting a worke hammers, hatchets, 
kniues, the oares of the Boate, the Boate hooke, their 
curtleaxes,and whatelſe came to hand, beſides ſtones 
and brickes in. the Cooke roome ; all which they 
threw amongſt vs, attempting ſtill and ftil] ro breake 
and rip vp the hatches, and boordes of the ſteering, 


not deliſting from their former execracions,and hor- 


rible blaſphemies and reuilings. 

When John Rawlins perceiued them ſo violent, 
and vnderſtood how the ſlaues had cleared the decks 
of all the TurkesandAvores beneath, he fer a guard 
9pon the Powder, and charged their owne Muskets 

Fi | =: againſt 
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of the Exchange of Briſtow. 
againftthem, killing them from divers ſcoutholess 
both before and behinde, and ſo leflned their num- 
| berzto the toy of all our hearts, whereupon they cried 
out and called for the Plot, and ſo Rawlins, with 
ſome to guard him, went to them, and vnderſtood 
them by their kneeling, that they cried for mercy, 
and to haue their lives ſau2d, and they would come 
downe, which he bad them doe, and 1o they were 
taken one by one, and bound, yea killed with their 
owne Curileaxes;which when the reſt perceined,they 
called vs Engliſh dogs, and reuiled vs with many op- 
probrious tearmes, ſome leaping ouerboord, crying 
it was the chance of warre,ſome were manacled,and 
ſothrowne ouerboord, and ſome. were (laine and 
mangled with the C#rtlaxes,till the ſhip was wel clee- 
red, and our ſelues aſſured of the victory. _ | 
-. Atthefhirſt report of our peece, and hurliburly in 
the decks, the Capraine was a writing in his Cabbin, 
- and hearing the noiſe, thought it ſome ftrange acci- 
dent,and ſo came out with his Cxrtleaxe in his hand, 
preſuming by his authority to pacifie the miſchiefe : 
Bur when he caſt his cies vpon vs, and ſaw that wee 
were like to ſurpriſe the {hip, hee threw downe his 
Cartleaxe, and begged vs to ſaue his life, intimating 
vnto Rawlins, how he had redeemed him from Yillz 
Riſe, and euer {ince admitted him to place of com- 
mand inthe {hip, beſide honeſt viage in the whole 
courſe of the voyage. All which Rawlins confelled, 
but withall added, the fearefulneſſe of his Apoſtaſie 
from Chri/tianity, the vniultifiable courſe of Piracy, 


the extreame cruelty of the Tarkes in generall, che 
= E | feareful! 
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fearefull proceedings of Argier againſt vs in particu- 
kar, the horrible abuſes of the Aovores to Chriſtians, 
and the execrable blaſphemies they vſe both againſt 
God and men. I will not dwell on his reply, nor on 
the circumſtances of attonement, onely [ am ſure 
Rawlinsat laſt condeſcended to mercy, and brought 
the Capraine & fue more into Exzland. The Captarne 
was called Ramtham Riſe, but his Chri//en name Hen- 
ry Chandler, and as they ſay, a Chanalers ſonne in 
Southwarck. Iohn Gooaale was allo an Engliſh Turke.

p44 ; belidesall the {laues and Hollanders, with other 


Renegades, who were willing to bee reconciled to 
their true Sauiour, as being tormerly ſeduced with 
the hope of riches, honour, preferment,and ſuch like 
deuillith baits,to catch the ſoules of mortall men,and 
entanple trailty in the tarriers of horrible abuſes, and 
impoſturing deceit. 

When all was done, and the ſhip cleared of the 
dead bodies, 1ohn Rawlins aflembled his men toge- 
ther,and with one conſent gaue the praiſe vnco God, 
viing the accuſtomed ſeruice on {hipboord, and for 
want of bookes lifted vp their voyces to God, as hee 
purtinto their hearts, or renewed their memories : 
then did they ſing a Pſalme, and laſt of all embraced 
one another for playing the men in ſuch a deliue- 
rance, whereby our feare was turned into 1oy, and 
trembling hearts exhillirated, that wee had eſcaped 
{uch ineuitable dangers, and eſpecially the {lauery 
and terror of bondage, worſe then death it ſelfc Ah 

ane 
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ſame night we walhed our ſhip, puteuery thing in 
as good order as we could, repaired the broken quar- 
ter, fer vp the Bzticle, and bore vp the Helme for 
England, where by Gods grace and good guiding,we 
arriued at P!172mouth, the 13. of Februarie, and were 
welcommed like the recouery of the loſt ſheepe, or 
as you reade of a louing mother, that runneth with 
| embraces to entertaine her ſon froma long voyage, 
and eſcape of many dangers, 

Not long after we vnderſtood of our confederats, 
. that returned home inthe barke of Torbay, that they 
ariued in Penſance in Corpewall the 11. of February: 
and if any aske after their deliverance, conſidering 
there were ten Turkes ſent to man her, I will tell you 
that too : the next day after they loſt vs, as you have 
heard, and that the three Rewezadoes had acquainted 
the Maſters mate, and thetwo Emgli/h in her with 
Rawlins determination, and that'they themſelues 
would be true to them, and aſhft them in any enter- 
priſe : then if the worſt came, there were but 7. to 6. 
bur as it fell out, they had a more ealte paſlage, then 
turmoile, or man-{laughter. For they made the 
Tirkes beleeue, the winde was come faire, and that 
they were ſayling t6 Areter, till they came within 
ſight of England, which one of them amongſt the reſt 
diſcouered, ſaying plainely, that that land was not 
like Cape Vincent; yes ſaith he that was atthe helme, 
and you will be contented, and goe downe into the 
hold, and trim the ſalt ouer to winde-ward, whereby 
the ſhip may beare full faile, you ſhall know and {ce 


more to morrow : Whereupon five of them went 
E 2 downe 
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downe very orderly, the Renegadves faining them- 
ſelues aſleepe, who preſently ſtart vp, and with the 
helpe of the two Enzlijh, nailed downe the hatches, 
whereat the principall amongſt them mach repined, 
and began to grow into choller and rage, had it not 


quickly beene ouerpalled. For one of them ſtepped 


to him, and daſht out his braines, and threw him 0- 
uer-boord : the reſt were brought to Zxceter, andei- 
ther to be arraizned, according to the puniſhment 
of delinquents in ſuch a kinde, or diſpoſed of, as the 
King and Councell {hall thinke meet : and this isthe 
ſtory of this deliverance, and end of 70m Rawlins 
VOyage. 

Now gentle Reader, I hope you will not call in 
queſtion the power and goodnelle of God, who from 
eimeto time hath extended his mercy to the miracu- 
lous preſeruation of his ſeruants,nor make any doubt 
that he hath ſtill the (amearme and vigour, as he had 


| 1ntimes paſt, when Gedeons 390. men ouercamethe 


Midjantes : and many ancient ſtratagems are recor- 
ded to haue had a paſſage of ſucceſle, even within 
our memories, to execute as great a wonderas this : 
nor doe Ithinke you will be {tartled at any thing in 
the diſcourſe, touching the crueltie and inhumanitie 
of Turkes, and Moores therſelues, who from a natiue 
barbarouſneſſe doe hate all Chriſtians and Chriſtia- 
nitie, eſpecially if they grow into the violent rages 
of Piracic,or fall into thatexorbitant courſe of ſelling 
of {]aues,or inforcing men to be Mahumetanes, Nor 
can I imagine, you willcallin queſtion our naturall 
delire of libertie, and ſauing of ourliues, when > 

ce 
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{ze from inſtin& of nature all the creatures of the 
world come to the law of preſeruation ; and our Sa- 
uiour himlſelte alloweth the flying out of one Citie 
into another in the time of perſecution ; and Pas/ by 
ſaying he was a Romay procured his deliuerie. Well 
then : It 1s only the truth of the ſtorie you are ama- 
zed at, making doubt, whether your belcete of the 
ſame may be beſtowed to your owne credit: I can 
fay no more ; the aQors in this Comick Trageateare 
moſtof themaliue the Turkesare in priſon;the ſhip 
:5 to be {cene, and Rawlrms himſelte dare inflifie the 
matter. For he hath preſented it to the Marguiſ//e, 
a man not to be dallied withall in theſe things, nor 
3ny way to be made partaker of deceit. Nay, I pro- 
zeſt, I thinke, he durlt not for hiseates (concerning 
the ſubftance) publith ſuch a diſcourſe to open ouer- 
looking, if it were not true. As forilluftration, or 
cementing the broken peeces with well tempred 
morter, blame him not1n that : for pretious ſtones 
are worne enameled, and wrought in gold, which 
otherwiſe would be ſtill of value and eſtimation; but 
polliſhed,and receiuing the addition of Art and cun- 
ning, who doth not account the better, and eſtee- 
meth himſelf the richer for their poſſeſhon? So then; 
entertaine it for a true and certaine diſcourſe: apply 
it, make vſe of it, and put it to thy heart for thy com- 
fort. It teacheth the acknowledgment ofa powerfull, 
prouident, and mercifull God, who will be knowne 
!n his wonders, and make weake things the inſtru- 
ments of his glory. It inftruceth vs in the praiſe 


of thankſgiving, whena benefit is beſtowed,a mercy 
AE E-1 ſhowen 
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ſhowen, anda deliuerance perteted. It maketh vs 
ſtrong and couragtous in aduerfitie, like cordiall re- 
ſtoratiues to a itcke hearc, & our patiencethall ſtand F 
as arocke again{t che imp:ruous allatiſts ot aMAiction. ; 
Itis aglorious Suune tro dilhipate the clouds of de- 
ſpcration, and cheere vs thus tarre, that God can re- | 
ſtore vs, when we are vnder the preſſure of diſcom- 
fort and tribulation :, for preferment comes neither 
from the Eaſt, nor the Welt, but trom him that hol- 
deth the windes in his hands, and puts a hooke in the 
\ noſtrils of Zewzathan: fo that if he doe not giue way 
i - ro our contentment, it is becauſe he will ſupply vs 
EE. with better graces, or keepe vs from the Adders hole 
| of temptation, whereat if we tarry, we fhall be ſure 
| to be ſtung vnto the death, In a word, itisa mirror . | 
ji eo looke vertue in the face,and teach men the way to 
| induftry and nodle performances, thar a braue ſpiric 
| and honeft man ſhall ſay with Nehemiah, Shall ſucha 
| _— man as I tlie? Shall I teare death,or ſome petrie triall,
